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Ships and Fish for Maryland 


can now add another ship stamp 

to their collection and that is 

about all that is necessary to 

say as regards this new label 
printed in red and bearing the neces- 
sary inscriptions to make it a legal 
U. S. Postage stamp. 

We believe that postmasters will 
shoot it out as fast as possible to get 
rid of it for to have a 2c and a 3c 
stamp in red at the same time is a 
confusing mess. However the Gov- 
ernment can not lose on the combi- 
nation for if nearsighted people want 
to mistake it for a 2c stamp and use 
on their local mail the loss is theirs 
and not Uncle’s. 

The stamp is an innovation in that 
it bears ships rather than some an- 
cient Bobbed Haired Man whom no- 
body ever saw and whose portrait 
might have to be drawn from a con- 
jurers bag. 


The ships are attractive, yet the 
stamp itself is of poor appearance, 
for lack of contrast in its design. The 
background is so strong that the ships 
do not stand out in relief as they 
should to bring out their interesting 
points. Would that we might have 
had a design similar to the Penn 
stamp without sky behind the ships. 

There is another point to this stamp 
which will attract collectors who gath- 
er Stamps with a fish on them. One 
can not overlook the fact that this 
stamp has as its background, the 
Catholic Calverts who colonized 
Maryland and set up a colony in which 
they preached religious freedom. 

It was over this point that much 
discussion pro and con on this pro- 
posed stamp, filled the newspapers of 
Maryland prior to its issue and now 
that the stamp has appeared and on 
a FRIDAY, we find that the custo- 
mary “Fish” for the Friday Meal are 
supplied with the stamp for it is 
clear to be seen that the three spots

in front of the vessel in the fore- 
ground are nothing else but fish. 


Thus this stamp fills a two fold 
need for stamp collectors. The man 
who collects ship stamps should be 
satisfied and those who specialize in 
stamps with pictures of the finny tribe 
will also have cause for rejoicing. 

It is of course evident however that 
the fish shown on this stamp are not 
ordinary fish, but porpoises which run 
from five to eight feet in length and 
are not an edible fish. 


Our thanks are due several read- 
ers for first day covers but the unique 
one among the lot comes from Mrs. 
G. R. Breen of Middletown, N. Y., 
who made a unique cachet by cutting 
up stamps and producing a figure of 
a woman with a big hat, holding a 
“Scottie” on leash, rushing by the 
lamp post and “hurrying to get a 
first day cancellation.”

A letter from the President of the 
New Jersey Philatelic Federation calls 
attention to an item in the March 
17 issue of this paper in which we 
refer to “The newly formed New Jer- 
sey Federation of Stamp Clubs”.

stamp was issued. Collectors knew 
nothing about the issue and therefore 
could not have made a demand for 
same.” 

All of which reminds us of the re- 
cent Chicago Imperfs, which we are 
assured were issued at the solicita- 
tion of a Chicago Big Shot and this 
makes us wonder just how big a Big 
Shot one has to be to get a special 
stamp issue.

NAVAL Throughout the past year 
COVERS there has been an increas- 

ing interest in covers of 
this class, almost as great an inter- 
est as has been shown for Airmail 
Covers. There is a certain fascination 
about collecting these covers that ap- 
peals to a great many people, the ac- 
tual contact and effort to get the cov- 
ers gives one something interesting to 
do and we believe it is this fascina- 
tion that makes the gathering of 
these covers popular, just as the same 
procedure made airmail cover collect- 
ing such a popular fad. 

We are fortunate in having secured 
the services of Mr. Marshall R. Hall, 
to edit this new column. Mr. Hall 
has a very extensive and wide ac- 
quaintance aboard the fighting ships 
of the United States due to various 
reasons best known to himself. He 
has on many occasions gone much out 
of his way to cultivate the friendship 
of the boys that cancel the stamps on 
the fighting ships and this interest 
has rebounded to his advantage in 
keeping him in close contact with 
the best and most interesting oppor- 
tunities for securing attractive cov- 
ers, cancellations and cachets. 

Mr. Hall is sharing his knowledge 
with the readers of Linn’s and if you 
are one of the many who are inter- 
ested in these covers you will find 
that Linn’s Weekly will now be able 
to supply you the information that 
you have long looked for in other 
papers. 











Mr. Hall tells us that he will not 
put anything in the column that has 
appeared elsewhere. That is a big 
contract to undertake, and you will 
know that when you see it in Linn’s 
it’s the very latest news.

SHIP It was not our intention 
CANCELS to overload this issue 

with a column on both 
Naval Covers and Ship Cancellations. 
Arrangements were made with Mr. 
Hall some weeks ago, immediately 
after which he took sick and was con- 
fined to his home for several weeks. 
In the meantime we asked Captain 
Miller to give us a column on Ship 
Cancellations, Merchant Marine ves- 
sels. It just happened that his col- 
umn came along and then Mr. Hall 
having recovered, started in with his 
column also. In justice to both men, 
we feel obligated to use both of these 
articles at once on account of early 
dates and information that will be 
of no value unless given publicity at 
once. 

In the future, we hope to print the 
Naval Column each week while the 
column on Ship Cancellations will ap- 
pear but once each month. 

We have asked Mr. Miller to begin 
at the beginning and tell the beginner 
just how to go about it in getting 
covers from the ships. We believe 
that this information will be of inter- 
est to the amateur and to the man 
who wishes to start a collection of 
covers and cancellations of this type. 


SCOTT Ever since the issue of 
ADVANCES the last Scott Cata- 
PRICES logue, prices on many 


foreign issues have 
been but a joke, due to the change 
in value of American Money Abroad. 
Many stamps in mint condition were 
quoted at prices which made them 
at barely face value in American 
Money. This is naturally an impos- 
sible situation for business must re- 
ceive a profit if it is to survive. 
Now comes an announcement which 
has been rumored for the past few 
weeks, and we quote from Scott’s 
Monthly Journal, as follows: “As of 
March 1, 1934, present catalogue 
prices for all Current and Recent is- 
sues of FOREIGN stamps (except 
British Issues) have been cancelled, 
and are hereby increased 25 per cent.” 
To clarify the matter we would 
point out that “Current” undoubtedly 
means stamps now in issue in the 
various countries. “Recent’’ will nat- 
urally leave room for doubt as we 
would not understand how old a 
stamp must be before it becomes 
something other than recent. 
This situation again puts it up to 
the dealer to know his stamps and his 
costs. Catalog prices mean little to 


the dealer of that class and doubtless 
this type of dealer has been success- 
fully selling his current and recent 
stamps at a profit during the past

There Ought to be a Law 
Against Them 





The Postal Bulletin of March 16 
calls attention of postmasters to the 
use of extremely small and unusual 
sizes of envelopes in the mail. It is 
suggested that postmasters endeavor 
to discourage the use of small and 
odd size envelopes and cards with a 
view to producing better service and 
speeding up handling in the post- 
offices. 

Many small envelopes can not be 
run through cancelling machines, 
making it necessary to sort and hand 
cancel such envelopes. 

It is apparent to anyone that a 
great waste of time must come from 
the sorting and arranging of vast 
quantities of envelopes of miscellane- 
ous sizes that pour into the post- 
offices and that if it were so arrang- 
ed that envelopes for correspondence 
could be regulated as to a few defi- 
nite standard sizes that the public 
would benefit by more speedy and 
prompt service in the Postoffices. 

We would believe that the Post- 
office Department would be fully 
justified in regulating the sizes of 
envelopes accepted for mailing let- 
ters. Such an order however would 
bring great howls of protest from 
manufacturers of trick envelopes for 
social correspondence, many of which 
are unfit to mail anything in.

As 
far back as the fall of 1926, certain 
values of the Georgians appeared thus 





and the P. O. Department explains 
these as follows: “The Dept. of Militia 
& Defense, the Finance Dept., the Bell 
Telephone and other companies had 


permission to perforate stamps as 
they saw fit, and purchase their own 
machines for so doing.” Therefore, 
it would appear that these fall into 
the same category as the “perforated 
initials” of various U. S. mail order 
firms. (Philatelic Magazine)

Merchant Marine Covers 


By 
CAPT. WM. V. MILLER

For the first installment of this new 
department we will give primary in- 
structions for procuring Merchant 
Marine Covers, a branch of Seapost 
covers. The first thing to do is to buy 
some standard 6% size white en- 
velopes. Some collectors seem to like 
a smaller size cover and others even 
go in for colored envelopes. Generally 
speaking, however, to mount most 
successfully and to have covers for 
trading most easily with other col- 
lectors, select a standard 6%4 size en- 
velope of good finish and texture, at 
least a 20 pound stock. The writer 
uses a 24 pound, stock envelope of 
what is called “white wove,” a com- 
bined pulp and rag paper, and for 
special events or for covers that will 
have to be in transit two or three 
months, a 24 pound linen envelope, 
both white. 


Next comes the problem of how to 
send for a ship cancellation, and 
where. First, I must say that the 
collection of Merchant Marine Covers 
is at best about a 50-50 game. All 
covers must be handled by ship per- 
sonnel on the vessels addressed and 
the collector will have to play more 
nearly a lone game than you will in 
any other type of hobby. If several 
covers are sent in at the same time 
the probabilities are they will all go 
in the wastebasket. No ship is re- 
quired to stamp or cancel covers ex- 
cept where there is a regular seapost 
on board, and then they cancel the 
stamp with black hand cancellation 
in almost all cases, several use ma- 
chine cancels, 


The writer used the shipnews page 
of the New York Herald-Tribune of 
the Friday and Monday issues of this 
paper for his start, and by sending 
covers to ships at their docks a few 
days before sailing date, you can get 
about 200 very nice returns without 
going outside of the North American 
continent for a place to catch the 
ships in available ports. 

Prepare a request to the purser of 
the ship selected, telling him that you 
are a collector of Merchant Marine 
Mail Markings and “will he favor you 
by stamping his Purser’s office stamp 
or other stamp with ship name or 





distinctive mark on your envelope and 
mail the envelope for you with ship’s 
mail.” Ships coming regularly to 
United States ports will mail covers 
with U. S. 3-cent stamps on for post- 
age. If you want your covers carried 
on the ships, better put on the stamps 
of the country in which the ship is 
registered. ; 

Now mail this cover as prepared 
addressed back to you, with your let- 
ter of request to the Purser of, we 
will say, the Gdynia-American Liner 
“Pulaski” with 10 cents Polish stamps 
or international reply coupon to that 
ship to arrive at Pier 8, Bush Ter- 
minals, Brooklyn, N. Y., by April 26th, 
the next sailing date, and then sit 
back and wait. Incidentally, contract 
has been let by the Gdynia-American 
Line for two new ships to be built 
this summer to take the place of the 
“Pulaski” and the “Kosciuszko,” both 
of which have a very attractive ob- 
long box cancellation. . 

Another very nice cancellation given 
on U. S. 3-cent stamped covers is the 
machine cancel used by the Italian 
Line “Conte Savoia,” sailing from 
Pier 59, North River, New York City, 
April 14th is her next sailing date. 
A very clear cancellation on 3c U. S. 
is used by Hamburg American Line 
ships. April 18th is the sailing date 
for the “Deutschland,” April 25th for 
the Hamburg, both sailing from Pier 
86, North River, West 46th Street, 
New York City. The Grace Line ships, 
known as the Great White Fleet, have 
some very nice mail markings, with 
following sailing dates for you to try 


now: April 13, “Santa Rosa”; April 
14th, “Santa Clara”; April 20th, 
“Santa Elisa”; April 21st, “Santa 


Olivia”; April 27th, “Santa Elena’; 
April 28, “Santa Maria,” and May 
4th, “Santa Teresa,” all sailing from 
Pier 95, North River, New York, N. Y. 

The writer twice a month has the 
Merchant Marine Section of the Bulle- 
tin of the Universal Ship Cancellation 
Society and will be glad to hear from 
readers who would like to join the 
U. S. C. S. Dues are only $1.00 per 
year, which gives members a six-page 
bulletin twice a month.

Some few weeks ago the Rev. Van 
Voorhis, editor of the precancel col- 
umn in the Western Stamp Collector, 
spoke of the 90%ers as he called 
them. Meaning the cases where the 
operator of the press doing the pre- 
cancelling failed to get the sheet up 
against the guides, in fact failed to 
get it up within at least a row. Then 
the P. O. clerk or who ever it is that 
checks over the sheets when they 
come back from the printer finds said 
sheet and uses one of the office hand- 
stamps on the uncancelled row. This 
makes for vertical pairs containing 
two types. The Rev. might have gone 
a little farther and taken the case 
where the operator seen that he did 
not get the sheet in far enough and 
just poked it up against the guides 
on the next revolution. I have a ver- 
tical pair of 10c ords. from Tampa in 
U-4 showing this happening. The top 
stamp with a single imprint the bot- 
tom one double.

A 1c Front 
View Harding from McHenry, IIl., 
on cover and not a precancel but can- 
celled with a type that if the stamp 
was removed from the cover it would 
surely be taken for a bonafide pre- 
cancel.
